With  our  graduation  so  near  at  hand,  It  Is  hard  to  bellere  that  w« 
were  once  bashful  first-graders.

We  elected  Betty  Sinn  president  and  Mr.  Alexander  was 
our  sponsor.  The  prom  theme  we  chose  was  "A  Heavenly  Ball".  We  spent  many 
weeks  in  preparation  for  this  big  event.  With  the  help  of  our  sponsor  and 
the  cooperation  of  our  classmates  we  felt  very  proud  of  the  result.  The 
Junior-Senior  Reception  was,  in  our  minds,  a  success. 

Then  the  big  year  dawned  on  us.  Weighted  down  with  all  the  "extras'* 
that  accompany  the  Senior  year,  we  undertook  our  responsibilities  with  full 
anticipation  of  the  festivities  of  our  graduation.  Our  biggest  problem  was 
that  of  raising  money  for  our  class  trip.  We  held  a  skating  party,  a  bake 
sale,  operated  the  candy  store,  sold  refreshments  at  basketball  games,  edi- 
ted the  annual,  and  had  a  carnival.  Betty  Sinn  was  again  our  president, 
and  Mr.  Linn,  our  sponsor.  We  are  planning  to  go  to  Washington  D.  C.  for 
our  class  trip.  Now,  with  commencement  Just  ahead,  we  set  forth  from  Con- 
voy High  School,  proud  of  the  record  that  we,   the  class  of  1949  have  made.

HISTORY  OF  THE  CLA.SS  OF  1951 

In  1939  we  started  our  education  with  a  class  of  43.  Little  did  we 
know  what  was  ahead  of  us  in  the  next  eleven  years.  But  now  that  we  look 
back  over  the  years,  we  recall  different  Incidents  that  constituted  our  hap- 
py elementary  years.

Aside  from  these  parties,  we  visited  Van  Wert  to  see  the 
Brufflback  Library,  the  County  Court  House,  and  the  County  Jail. 

In  the  eighth  grade  we,  accompanied  by  the  seventh  grade,  had  a  skating 
party  at  the  Y.W.C.A.  in  Van  Wert.  After  taking  our  "Eighth  Grade  State 
Test"  we  Journeyed  to  Fort  Wayne  where  we  had  an  excursion  of  the  points  of 
Interest  of  that  city. 

Upon  enter ihg  the  Freshmen  Class,  we  still  had  an  enrollment  of  33* 
We  assembled  for  the  first  time  as  Freshmen  under  the  advisership  of  Mr. 
Smith  and  elected  the  following  to  serve  as  class  officers  for  the  year: 
Howard  Klausmeier,  president;  Junior  Bauer,  vice-president;  Velma  Hoverman, 
secretary.- treasurer;  Darlene  Jones  and  LeRoy  Hoaglln,  reporters.  The  Soph- 
omores initiated  us  into  high  school  on  October  the  eighth.  We  had  three 
other  parties  during  this  year. 

We  now  have  29  members  through  a  loss  of  four  of  our  class  mates.  Our 
officers  for  this  year  are:  Doyt  Schaadt,  president;  Robert  Knittle,  vice- 
president;  Velma  Hoverman,  secretary- treasurer;  and  Barbara  Gasklll  and  Mbi>- 
vin  Berkley,  reporters.  Mr.  Sawmlller  is  our  adviser.  As  Sophomores  we 
have  had  the  honor  of  initiating  our  under-classmen. 

And  now,  as  Sophomores,  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  next  two  ytara, 
our  last  years.  In  both  of  these  years  we  hope  to  find  as  many  happy  times 
and  to  acquire  as  much  knowledge  as  we  have  in  these  first  ten  years.

In  the  school  year  of  *46  and  '47  we  entered  Junior  High.  We  were  be- 
ginning to  feel  important,  but  we  found  that  hard  work  was  connected  with 
the  fun  we  were  having.  We  had  many  parties  including  a  trip  to  Toledo  Zoo 
as  a  reward  for  the  highest  attendance  of  the  schoo],and  a  skating  party  at 
the  T.W.C.A.  Several  of  the  boys  played  on  the  Junior  High  basketball. 
Joyce  Friedly  and  Margie  Snyder  were  chosen  as  cheer-leaders.  Our  teachers 
were  Mrs.  Charlotte  Stose  and  Mr.  Edwards.  By  this  time  we  were  used  to 
being  upstairs  and  being  given  the  many  privileges  of  the  people  in  high 
school. 

We  entered  high  school  as  trembling  little  green  Freshmen.  We  were 
looked  down  upon  with  pity,  as  this  was  the  year  of  our  initiation.  The 
Sophomores  gave  us  an  unusually  warm  greeting  into  high  school.  On  October 
8,  1948,  the  so-waited-for  initiation  came.  The  girls  wore  nightgowns,  big 
shoes,  their  hair  in  rag  curlers,  and  had  lovely  red  paint  smeared  all  over 
their  faces.
